George J. Watts, KB OV e electronics talents quickly became ap- 


De KN6H: “It's my sad duty to 
inform the SCDXC that my 
friend and long-time DXer 
George Watts KB6V passed 
away on his 85th birthday June 
27, 2002. He had undergone 
intestinal surgery and had re- 
mained in the hospital for sev- 
eral weeks due to post-surgery 
complications. “ 


George Watts was born 
June 27, 1917 in the Pa- 
nama Canal Zone where 
his father, a doctor with the US Pub- 
lic Health Service, fought diseases 
plaguing canal workers. 


In the early ‘20’s, the family trans- 
ferred to Ft. Harrison, Montana near 


parent. In 1933 at the 
age of 16, he earned his 
first ham radio license 
with the call sign 
W7ANR. From 1937 to 
1941 he studied electrical 
engineering at Montana 
State College and was 
awarded the BSEE de- 
gree. He was in engi- 
neering school and thus 
| avoided activation when 
his National Guard unit 
was sent to the South Pacific. The en- 
tire unit was subsequently killed. 


After college, George remained in the 
service with the Army Signal Corps, the 
Army Air Corps and finally the USAF. 
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He earned additional ham li- 
censes as his electronic and ra- 
dar assignments transferred him 
to Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio 
(W8ZNR), Falls Church, VA 
(W4PXI), Annapolis, MD 
(W3ZNR), Wiesbaden and Ram- 
stein AFB’s, Germany (DL4KN) 
and finally California (WA6JKO 
and KB6V). He learned radar 
theory at the Military College of 
Science at Bury and Bawdsey, 
England and established radar 
sites in Florida, the Aleutian Is- 
lands and Burma. He rose to the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel, retir- 
ing from his many worldwide 
USAF travels by 1964. 


He died on his 85" birthday, 
June 27, 2002 having outlived an

Retirement DXing: The 
WA5VGI Experience 


Part 2: Beams and Towers 


Editors note: This is part 2 of the VGI 
sage. Bill's first part was published last 
month 


The coming of the summer of 1997 
was a welcome event after dealing 
with the winter/spring winds and rain. 
| had completed the spring property 
cleanup consisting of weed whacking 
and picking up branches and wood 
scraps from the costal oaks. Now it 
was time to get my building permit 
and get my first tower up. | had re- 
searched the local codes for an ama- 
teur radio tower and had purchased 
a home with no CC&Rs except one: 
no billboards were permitted on my 
land! The city building codes were 
the same wording as the San Luis 
Obispo building codes and allowed a 
tower up to 50 feet in height. Also a 
review of the engineering specifica- 
tions on the tower and the base in- 
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of the same city code along with sev- 
eral lines which had been typewritten 
on the copy which stated that all tow- 
ers were a "utility" and all "utilities" 
required a conditional use permit. He 
also stated that | would be better off if 
| used the internet if | wanted to talk 
to people and that way | wouldn't 
need a tower. Needless to say | was 
speechless. My emotions were run- 
ning high and | decided that it would 
be best to leave at that point and col- 
lect my thoughts. 


A few days later through recommen- 
dations from a friend | engaged the 
services of a real estate attorney. He 
told me he had the latest copy of the 
city codes and went to his book shelf 
to get the applicable volume. He 
turned a few pages and said that 
there was no mention of a conditional 
use permit requirement in his copy. 
He told me that he would do some 
checking and get back to me. He 
called a few days later to tell me that 
the planning people had done some 
"in-house tailoring" of the codes and 
there was no record of a public hear- 
ing to review or comment on these 
changes. In essence | was left with 
the choice of a conditional use permit, 
going to court or proceeding with my 
plans. 


a After a couple weeks of thought and 


stallation was required. Down to city 
hall | went to get my permit. 


At the city planning desk when | 
asked for a permit for a tower the fel- 
low behind the desk gave me a very 
strange look, did an about face and 
went into a nearby office to talk to 
another planner. He emerged a few 
minutes later with a piece of paper in 
hand. He told me | would have to 
obtain a conditional use permit and 
have a public hearing in order to put 
up a tower. | showed him my copy of 
the city code and he then showed me 
the paper in his hand. It was a copy 


discussion with some neighbors and 


= friends | decided to go and test the 
waters. | had previously invited all of 


my adjacent neighbors over to the 
house to see my station and explain 


what amateur radio and DXing were 
all about. Also when | had problems 
with the verticals the preceding winter 
many of them volunteered to come 
and help me with the antennas. My

plan would be to put up a small 
tribander on top of the mast which 
currently held my R-7 vertical. A 
few days later | ordered a C-3S 
tribander manufactured by Force- 
12. This antenna had a small 
physical envelope and also would 
function on 17 and 12 meters with 
the use of an antenna tuner. 


The honking horn on the UPS 
truck announced my carton had 
arrived from Force-12. A few 
hours later | had the individual 
pieces laying out on the driveway 
and assembly was under way. 
Assembly was straight forward 
and now my beam antenna lay 
before me ready to head skyward. 
The mast assembly that | had 
made to erect the R-7 was not 
strong enough to attach the C-3S 
beam and pull it up so | arranged 
to have a 45 foot boom lift deliv- 
ered to my house and use it to 
place the beam on top of the mast. 
| also had a Yaseu G-800S rotator 
| had previously purchased used 
to rotate the antenna. The boom 
lift arrived the next weekend and it 
was a simple matter to install the 
rotator, haul up the beam and at- 
tach every thing in place. The 
MFJ-259 SWR analyzer showed 
the SWR to be acceptable on all 3 
bands. Excitement was running 


high as this was the first beam an-

tenna | had ever owned and | was anxious to get it on the air. The 
rotator cable and antenna coax were routed into the shack and it was 
time for an on the air test. The rotator rotated perfectly and DX sta- 
tions found their way into the log. My DXing had just moved up a big 
notch. All was fine. But during the installation | had forgotten one 
key item which would bite me in a big way later in the year. 


My favorite DX contest is the CQ WW CW contest held in November. 
| still had my GAP vertical for 80 and 40 meters and with the beam for 
20,15 and 10 meters | was ready for the contest. Friday evening 
started off well and | was able to hold a run frequency on 20 meters 
and put a good number of European stations in the CT log. Outside 
the wind began to blow and it looked like we were going to get our 
first winter rain storm for the season. | went to bed around 1:00 AM 
ready to get back up at 4:00 AM and put some JA stations in the log. 
But the winds grew very strong and at 2:30 AM | was wide awake try- 
ing to look outside and see how the beam was holding up. | ventured 
outside in the driving rain and the beam was still intact even though 
the elements were bending severely in the high wind. At 4:00 AM | 
got up and got on 40 meters to work some JAs. Around first light | 


decided to take a look outside and check on the beam. | went out on 
the front porch and looked up at the mast. Imagine my shock when | 
saw there was no antenna on top of the rotator. Impossible | thought. 
Then my eyes traveled to a nearby oak tree. Perched on top of the 
oak tree was my C-3S beam with the coax still attached to it. | was 
dumbfounded. Then it dawned on me what must have happened. In 
my haste to get the beam mounted | had not fully tightened the 4 
bolts which held the mounting plates together. The force of the winds 
had not only loosened these bolts but was severe enough to actually 
back off all 4 nuts so that the antenna could become completely 
loose from the rotator. Well | did what any good DX operator would 
do. | went to the shack and checked the SWR on 20,15 and 10 me- 
ters. The beam and the tree didn't like 10 meters so | finished the 
remainder of the contest using the C-3S on 20 and 15 meters. 


Approximately 2 weeks later things had dried out sufficiently so | 
rented another boom lift and returned the beam to the mast. This 
time all bolts were tightened, checked and retightened. | also used a 
through bolt to pin the antenna to the mast. All remained fine through 
the winter storm season but as the spring of 1998 approached once 
again | began to think about a "real" tower.
